UE. I have, therefore, obtained and sent to 
the Chemist, Prof. White, samples of most 
of the leading Guanos and Phosphates 
that are sold in this State, It is proper to 
aay here that these samples were taken by 
myself in person, from the BULK in the 
warehouses where they were stored, and 
putin air-tight glass jars. The analyses 
were made by NUMBER, the Chemist not 
knowing the NAME of the articJe or from 
whom it was obtained. The nam@ of the 
Fertilizers, corresponding with the number 
sent tothe Chemist, were preserved in my 
offi-e. I have received from the Laboratory 
of the State Colleges the following results of 
the analysts of Fertil Zers, as shuwn in the 
enelosed report of Prof. White. The calcu- 
lation of the Commercial value, includin 
PROFIT ON MANUFACTURE, gives as the cas 
value, for which the article should be sold 
in Savannah, as follows:

THE net purport and upshot of the 
two currency bills, if they both be- 
come laws, is an inflation of $44,000,- 
000 and a contraction ,of $64,000,000, 
making a net contraction of $20,000,- 
000. 


THE Statesville Jntelligencer has 
passed into the editorial hands of 
Mr. Jutaus W. WRIGHT, who has 
been formerly connected with the 
press of the State. The Jntelligencer 
will continue battling for the cause 
of Conservatism. We welcome Mr. 
WRIGHT into the corps editorial. 


SHoULD New York embrace in its 
motherly arms the various suburban 
provinees around it—dittle Brooklyn, 
Long Island City, ete., as is now pro- 
posed, that city would become second 
in its proportions and population to 
but few cities in the old world. Such 
annexation is possible and may be 
effected at an early day. 


LATE advices from India represent 
the condition of the famine districts 
of that country as being much im- 
proved. It is thought the causes of this 
distress will seriously engage the at- 
tention of British’statesmen, and lead 
to the adoption of such measures as 
shall prevent the occurrence of so 
great a calamity in the future. 


LATE foreign advices record the 
fact that another effort has been made 
to gratify the curious world by bring- 
ing the TICHBORNE case before the 
Courts again. Dr. KENEALLY ap- 
pealed for a new trial upon two 
points, but fortunately for the public 
stomach and for the purse of Eng- 
land, the petition has been over- 


ruled and the case thus forever set at 
rest. 


ANOTHER detective, seeking the 
arrest of the notorious highwaymen 
in Missouri, known as ‘‘ the JAMES 
brothers,’’ has been murdered by 
them. In accordance with the an- 
cient bandit fashion, and also of the 
still more ancient Vehmi Gericht, 
they pinned a card to the coat of the 
victim to notify all whom it might 
concern that a similar fate would be 


meted out to any other detectives 
who undertook to hunt them down. 


THE Charlotte Democrat gives its 
hearty endorsement to the nomina- 
tion of Col. S. D. Poo for the office 
of Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion. Says the Democrat: 

‘‘Wedo not intend to advise the 
xeople to support an unworthy, dis- 

onest or incompetent candidate, no 

matter how he may be nominatrd. 
But we feel confident that if such 
men as Col. Pool are elected to office 
the public interest will be faithfully 
guarded and promoted.”’ 


THE French steamship L’Ameri- 
que, of 4,500 tons burthen, which was 
reported on Thursday last as having 
foundered two days previously off 
Ushant Island, twenty-six miles W. 
N. W. of Brest, her passengers and 
crew being saved by seyeral vessels 
in the yicinity, was encountered one 
day later by the steamers Spray and 
F. T. Barry, while drifting in the 
trough of the sea, and was towed by 
the salvors into Plymouth, England, 
Sunday. She had but eight feet of 


water in three of her compartments, 
all the rest being dry. 


THE two parties of the State are 
rapidly marshaling their forces to the 
front for the coming contest. The 


positive majority, are becoming ter- 
ribly demoralized, there being too 
many among its numbers who are 
willing to sacrifice themselves upon 
the altar of office. The Conserva- 
tives of the State will soon hold their 
District Conventions, and we hope 
good and true men—men of energy 
and firmness—will be placed in nom- 
ination, and that our party will move 
in a solid body to the accomplish- 
ment of that success which awaits 
us in August next if we but do our 
duty. Let no county or section of 
the State be backward in organizing 
fully, and let the Republican party 


of North Carolina in August next 
receive its death blow. 


RAILROAD. laws have been passed 
by Hlinois, Iowa and Wisconsin. It 
remains to be seen whether they will 
relieve the farmer. It is suid that 
some of the principal roads in Wis- 
consin have determined to disregard 
the law, which goes into effect on the 
Ist of next month. This will bring 
on a fight. The way it will be done 
is thus given : 

“Tf a ticket agent refusing to accept 
the fare fixed by law is arrested and 
published, they will close the ticket 
office in which he is stationed ; and if 
a freight agent is prosecuted, they 
will close the freight office. The 
trains gwill run’ by the stations 
at which the offense is given without 
stopping, and leave the people who 
are dissatisfied with their rates with- 
out any railroad facilitiesat all. Itis 
that a similar policy will 

adopted by other roads in the same 
State, and it is easy to see that such a 
course will create a more bitter feel- 
ing than has yet shown itself in the 
war which has already waged hotly | 


THE funeral of Dr. Livina- 
STONE, which took place Saturday 
morning last in Westminster Abbey, 
was conducted with great pomp and 
solemnity, forming the grandest and 
most imposing ceremony of the kind 
witnessed during the present genera- 
tion. The remains of the great mis- 
sionary have been deposited in the 
centre of the west part of the nave of 
the grand old Abbey, near the grave 
of STEPHENSON, the celebrated engi- 
neer. In Glasgow and other of the 
large cities of Great Britain the pub- 
lic buildings were draped in mourn- 
ing, and there were many other 
indications that the nation mourned 
the loss of a great and a good man. 
It is but seldom that a man in his 
particular calling is so honored. 


THE cause of Cuban independence 
has enlisted a new and powerful sup- 
porter. Senator CARPENTER is the 
recruit. Hea few days since intro- 
duced a preamble and resolution in 
the Senate setting forth the right of 
colonies to establish independent 
governments when they have the 
power to do s9, and declaring it to be 
thes duty of the United States, in 
view of the prolonged rebellion in 
Cuba and the probability that it will 
never be ‘suppressed, to recognize 
Cuba as a free and independent sov- 
ereignty. The resolutions provide 
for strict neutrality on the part of the 
United States between the contend- 
ing parties. The Foreign Relations 
Committee now have charge of the 
manifesto, and it may be sprung up- 
on the country at any hour, if the 
developments in the Dockray case, 
which have already assumed a seri- 
ous aspect, should seem to demand 
such a course. Cuban independence 
has lost the chimerical shape which 
it took on after the settlement of the 
Virginius affair. 


Plain Language! 

Citizens of Raleigh, your full re- 
demption is within your.reach. For 
six years you have been at the mercy 
of a band of despoilers, and you have 
been brought by them upon the verge 
of ruin. Your debt has been in- 
creased, your credit destroyed, your 
city mismanaged, your taxes multi- 
plied. All this has been done by the 
regular Republican nominees. What 
reason have you to believe that be- 
eause one faction of the Republican 
party has beaten another faction, un- 
der the ery of ‘* Reform,” that your 
condition will be improved?

The ‘ citizens of 
Wilmington, Charlotte, Greensboro, 
and other towns are bending all their 
energies to put the right men in of- 
fice. We are strangely indifferent 
here. 

What we want is men in office who 
shall owe their election to the people 
and not to a party. Men who are 
honest, economical, sober. Men 
who are interested in the develop- 
ment of the city. Now we ask of you 
to give one night to the cause of good 
government. Go to Metropolitan 
Hall to-night, aid in the nomination 
of good men, and work for their elec- 
tion. Let every Republican know 
that the city can be put upon the 
proper foundation by men who are 
not tied down to party lines. Let 
every Democrat know that a vote in 
favor of any one of the Republican 
nominees is a vote which fastens 
around his limbs the fetters of Radi- 
cal rule, a vote which stultifies his 
record and his convictions, a vote 
which is an insult to every member 
of his family.

The Federal Government 
maintains hands off, except so far as 
to prevent bloodshed between the 
contending forces, and the matter 
will have to again go into the Courts. 

In order to give our readers a still 
further insight into the difficulty, we 
reproduce the following views from 
a Southern and a Northern paper. 

The Augusta (Ga.) Chronicle and 
Sentinel says : 

‘We believe that Brooks is the le- 
gally elected Governor of Arkansas 
though we do not poe to defend 
the means to which he has resorted in 
order to vindicate his right to the of- 
fice. A State Court whose jurisdic- 
tion is as undoubted as was the juris- 
diction of Judge Durrell’s has deci- 
ded, upon a case being regularly 
made, in favor of Brooks, and has di- 
rected its executive officer to put him 
in _ possession of the government 
buildings. This has been done and 
Brooks is now Governor of Arkansas 
by virtue of the judgment, unap- 
pealed from, of a State tribunal. If 
General Grant interferes at all he is 
bound to espouse the cause of the

party in possession under legal pro- 
cess. The case of Kellogg is the case 
of Brooks. What is sauce for the 
Louisiana goose must be sauce for the 
Arkansas gander.”’ 

The New York Evening Post says: 

“Tt must be admitted that Gover- 
nor Baxter was not legally entitled 
to the office, but was counted in by 
fraud ; and yet he is the only man In 
the quarrel whose character is enti- 
tled to any respectful consideration. 
The contest between Brooks and the 
Clayton-McClure party in 1872 was 
of a most bitter and personal charac- 
ter; and yet Brooks’ only hope of 
success now comes from the support 
of those who were his enemies in that 
campaign. The Democrats, who 
claitned” in 1873 that Brooks should 
be inaugurated instead of Baxter, are 
largely supporting Baxter. Altoge- 
ther, things are ‘‘a good deal mixed; 
and if personsare not careful to study 
these complicated political relations 
as the contest waxes warmer, they 
may be applauding or denouncing the 
wrong party, as ‘‘a matter of routine, 
to adopt the language of the Treasu- 
ry. The quarrel is a fair representa- 
tion of the slender foundation of the 
present division of political parties.”’ 


While in the East the past season 
has been comparatively without 
snow, in Oregon the snow storms 
have been fearful. In Umatilla 
county the snow fell almost continu- 
ously from the Ist of December to 
March 9, with occasional thaws, 
which drenched the grass and ren- 
dered the condition of the cattle de- 
plorable. Of one band of sheep, 
numbering 3,000 head, 2,000died, and 
nearly all the stock in that secti6n is 
dead or dying. Yet it is within a 
short distance of the far-famed ba- 
nana belt. 


Frederick Combs, an_ eccentric 
character in New York city, died re- 
cently. He was an old man over 
seventy years of age, and always 
dressed in the costume of the last 
century, in three-cornered hat, knee 
breeches, ete. He obtained his 
living by selling photographs and 
was well known in every part of the 
city. 

Oregon has also joined the revolt 
against political corruption and mal- 
administration. The farmers of that 
State have nominated a full ticket 
for State officers on an independent 
platform. 

In the Augusta, Ga., cotton guess- 
ing pool, the lowest estimates 1s 
3,9;9,203 bales, and the highest, 4,- 
410,997, the average being 4,178,383. 
There are only eight estimates below 
four millions.
